Phat ſolid Comfort and Joy muſt ſpring 
up in your Souls, of which no created Being 
can bereaye you, to have been the Occaſion, 
by the Divine Grace and Bleſſing, of fetching 
over many poor ignorant Perſons, who were 
mere Idolaters, and bowed down before every 
contemptible Creature, or ſenſleſs Image, fram- 
ed by humane Hands, and of inclining them 
to become Worſhipers of the one only true 
God; and inſtead of offering up to falſe 
Gods Sacrifices full of Profaneneſs, Cruelty; 
and Uncleanneſs, humbly to adore his moſt 
glorious Majeſty, and to ſerve Him acceptably 
in Truth and Newneſs of Spirit.

Chriſtians, may raiſe a Prejudice again ſtyou, 
and cauſe ſome not to entertain ſo favourable 
Thoughts of your Worthy Undertaking, as it 
truly deſerves: For what they did in this Af- 
fair, was not only moſt oppoſite to the Pra- 
Rice of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, but had a di- 
rect Repugnancy to the Voice and Dictates of 

Nature, received in all civiliz d Countries. 

They, by Force of Arms, did ſtrive to com- 
pel Men to embrace a new Religion; and vaſt 
Numbers (a) of thoſe, who did not, or could 
not preſenily bring themſelves to ſubmit to their 
Doctrines and Rules, were put to cruel Tor- 

ture, or inhumanely deſtroyed.

the Chriſtian Religion; but to ſlay, and take 


Poſſeſſion of their Lands. So that a miſerable 


Indian could not behold ſuch bloody Inſtru- 
ers without great Terror; and the very Prin- 
ciples of Self-preſervation muſt force him to 
have theſe barbarous Perſecurors in the utmoſt 
Abomination and Abhorrence. 7 
There is a Society of Men, whom we know, 
and I wiſh we may never know them more 
than we already do, who have been long ac- 
cuſtomed to ſend Miſſionaries into Foreign 


Countries; of whoſe Conduct two Things are 


very remarkable: | WE. 

The firſt is, That they commonly ſend 
their Miſſionaries into ſuch Kingdoms as are 
repleniſhed with Gold, and Silver, and preci- 
ous Stones, and choice and delicious Fruits 
whereas the barren, cold, poor and frozen 
Countries have, in Compariſon, received but 
few Propagators of the Goſpel from Rome. 
But God, who is no Reſpecter of Perſons, e- 


ſteems Men more for the Innocence and Up- 


rightneſs of their Lives, than their High Poſts, 
and the Largeneſs of their Eſtates. 
The other is, That theſe Miſſionaries, which 


ſhews how little Fruit true Religion is to 


reap from them, do blend and mingle the 
great Corruptions, Errors, Innovations, and 
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legendary Tales (5) of their Church, with the 


primitive Doctrines and Laws of Chriſt and 
his Diſciples, and obtrude them upon cheir 
new Converts, as of equal Neceſſity to be be- 
lie ved and practiſed, in order to their eternal 
Salvation. N 

Nay, in Caſes either of imminent Danger, 
or Probability of more Succels, they are known 
to go a great deal farther; (c) and have yield- 
ed ro compound the Chriſtian Religion, al- 
ready ſo much allayed and debaſed by their 
ſuperſtitious Mixtures and unwarrantable Addis 
tions, with the groſs Idolatries of the Nations 
they are employing their Time and Pains to 
convert... 

What will our Lord ſay to ſuch unfaithful 
Servants, when they ſhall appear at his Judg- 
ment Seat, and plead for themſelves, that 
they often have cry d, Lord, Lord; and much

You conceive the Goſpel ought to be pro”

and the general Flood. However, there ſeems 
to have been no ſettled Opinion, in which any 
conſiderable Number of them could agree. 
Some were for the Eternity of the World; of 
which Doctrine 4riftotle pretends himſelf to be 
che firſt, Author, and that the Philoſophers. be- 
fore his Time belieyed the World had a Begin- 
ning; (i) others thought this vaſt Syſtem of 
Beings was cauſed by the little Parts of pre- 
exiſting Matter falling, and joining together 
by naked undiſcerni Chance, without the In- 
terpoſition of any wiſe Director to guide, order, 
and unite them; at the Head of which Sect 


ſtands Democritus, Leucippus, and Epicurus. . 
e D tid Mn gol, Nen 
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WT Sermon preached bare the Jod 2 
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Now the Beſt of theſe Opinions excludes God 
out of the World, and the other makes him 
uſeleſs in ir. Fot if the World be Eternal, 
without a Maker, it muſt be Sell. exiſtent; and 
what is Self. exiſtent, mult be abſolutely perfect; 
and ſo can have no dependence from any 115. 
elſe. 2 
So likewife if the World was framed' 

Chance, without the Power and Wiſdom of 851 
and doth continue without his Care and Pro- 
tection, then ehe Inhabitants thereof lie under 
no Obligation to Fear, Worſhip, and Obey him; 
nor have any reaſon to give him an Account 
of the Conduct of their Lives. e

V. That the Holy Scriptures promiſe more 
Aſſiſtance to Men in the Performance of theſe 
neceſſary Duties of Religion, which they have 
revealed unto them. The Holy Ghoſt wilt 
enlighten the Minds, and give Courage and 
Reſolution to the Hearts of good Men in all 
Difficulties and Hazards. There conld not 
be greater nor more impious Errors, than 
theſe two, which are found in che Pagan Phi- 
loſophy : The firſt, That it is in the Power 
of Man to make himſelf compleatly happy, 
without the Help of any other. The ſecond, () 
that their Wiſe Man is equal to God; nay, 
ſomerimes ſo arrogant and intolerable was 
their Prophaneneſs, as to give him the Prece- 
dence. So that they were fo far from expe&- 
ing help in the Management of the Aﬀairs of 
Lite, or praying for it, that they thought them- 
ſelves above it. eg, 

And yet there is no Creature, from his en- 
trance into the World, to his going out of ir, 
that can leſs ſhift for himſelf, than poor helpleſs 
Man, always encompaſſed with Wants, and la-
